Being arrived there, he immediately drew 
them up in Order of Battle, and ordered Monſieur 
Malmoe with bis Derachmenr to move forwards, who, 
after ſome Skirmiſhing by the Way, advanced to the 
Village Pi#orf, ſituated a League and Half from the 


Danube, and put to Flight the Malecontents that were 


there, though they had thrown up Intrenchments. 

Being poſſeſſed of the Village, he poſted his Men in 
the Church-yard. In the mean time, the Rebels 
rallied at a little Diſtance from thence, and an Hour 
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after came and charged him with 4000 Men Horſe 
and Foot. The Fire was great on both Sides, fo that 
of the Imperialiſts one Lieutenant and ſeveral Soldiers 
were killed, but the Enemy's Loſs was greater. 
That as ſoon as he was informed of what was doing, 


he commanded a Battalion of Danes to haſten to the

HA Houſes, were hard put to it to eſcape, nay ſeveral of 
them were killed by his Men, and others periſhed in 
the Flames. While this was doing, he had Intelli- 


gence the Rebels deſigned to return to the Charge 


with 8000 Men, and ſeeing he could expect no Suc- 
cours from General Heiſter, he judged it proper to 
retire late in the Evening towards the Danube where 
he arrived in the Night; the next Morning at Day- 
break his Men had no ſooner begun to re-imbark, 
to paſs the River, but the Rebels fell upon them with 
great Fury. Some Officers retiring unſeaſonable, it 
occaſioned ſome Diſorder, inſomuch that 200 of his 
Men were left behind by themſelves and were much 
expoſed to the Fire of the Rebels. They retreared 
fighting however under the Conduct of the Lieute- 
nant-Colonel Malmoe, to the River fide and got on 
board.

An 
Iriſh Man, named Bierne, entruſted by the Perſons who had 
undertaken to make ſome new Works, or repair the old ones

They were hardly ſeparated, when the 
General received Advice that the King of Sweden, the pre- 
tended new King Staniſlaus, with the beſt Generals, and the 
Flower of their Cavalry, confifting of Nine Regiments 
near compleat, making about 8000 Men, were purſuing of 
him with all imaginable Diligence. This made Schuylemburg 
very uneafie, conſidering the Wearineſs of his Troops, that 
he had but about 300 Horſe, who could not make anv Re

- He very early cogaged himſelf in his Imperial Majeſty's 
Service in the Hungarian War, wherein he perform d many 
glorious Actions againſt the Enemies of Chriſtianity, ha- 
ving ever in his View, that the Way to Honour was through 
the Temple of Vertue; and while others, during the Win- 
ter Re: efſcs of the Campaign, made their Court at Vienna 
for Preterment or Gratification of their Pleaſures, his generous 


Soul equally d:{dain'd both, for he kept conſtantly to his Poſt, 


and took all adyantages to promote the Service he was en- 
gaged in, ſaying, He took the exact Performance of one's Duty 
to be the juſt and right Way to Preferment, which was due only 
to Merit, though Court Fiatteries might often obtain it. This 
Prince perform'd Wonders in all the Actions wherein he was 
engaged, but particularly in the great Battle of Salankement 


In 1691, where he advanced with the Horſe on the Right to 
the very Brink of the Turks vaſt Intrenchments, and there 


continued with the Infantry alſo that came up, a moſt de- 
ſperate Fight, from Three till Night, wherein all the ſupe- 
rior Officers of the Tofantry were kill'd, except Count Gui 
of Staremberg, who was there wounded, as well as our young 
Hero. He had a great Share in the Overthrow of the 


Turkiſh Army in the great Battle of Zenta upon the Theyſſe, 


in 1697, under the Command of Prince Eugene, and was the 
Perſon pitch'd upon to go Expreſs toVienna, not only to give 
the News of that brave Action, but to enlarge upon the 
Particulars (of which he was ſo capable) with ſuch ample 
Commendations of his Conduct and Valour by Prince E- 
gene in his Letter to the Emperor upon that Occaſion, as 
he juſtly merited The Peace which was concluded in Hun- 
gary between his Imperial Majeſty and Sultan Muſtapha, in 


the Beginning of 1699, gave Prince Charles an Opportunity 


to take a Tour Incagnito into England, where he made but 


2 ſhort Stay.

vpon {ſmall Rectories and Vicarages, could not be anſwered 
without great Difficulties and Hardfhips to the poor Incum- | 


bents, and that ſeveral of thoſe Churches ( for fear of incur- 


ring the full Payment of ſuch Arrears) were held in Seque- | 


ſtration by Temporary Curates, without being regularly 


filled with Inſtitution and Induction; We were reſolved to 
do as much as in us lay, towards eaſing of the Clergy, aud 
were graciouſly inclined to think, That the Minifters who | 
lerved thoſe Cures might, in reſpe& of their Poverty, be 
true Subjects of Our Royal Compaſſion; and that it would 
tend to the Honour and good Diſcipline of the Eſtabliſhed | 
Church, if thoſe Benefices were filled with able Clerks, legal- | 
ly inſtituted and inducted : And to the charitable Purpoſe 
aforeſaid, We ſigned a Warrant to authorize Our Lord 
High-Treaſurer to diſcharge the Arrears of Tenths due up- 
on the ſmail Rectories and Vicarages, not exceeding Thirty | 
Pounds per Annum by the moſt improved Valuations of the 
ſame, on Condition that the reſpective Churches were firſt .

beloved Counſellor Sir Charles Hedges, Knight, One of our 
Principal Secretaries of State, to deliver a Meſſage in Wri- 
ting, ſignified by Us, to Our moſt Dutiful and Loyal Com- 
mons of England in Parliament Aflembled, declarins, That 


we having taken into Our ſerious Conſideration, the mean and 
inſufficient Maintenance belonging to the Poor Clergy in 
divers Parts of this Kingdom, To give them fome Eaſe, had 
been pleaſed to remit the Arrears of the Tenths to the Poor 
Clergy; And that for Augmentation of their Maintenance,
